This series leads smoothly into the world’s 
first gold coins, the impressive staters of the Lydian King Croesus, high-grade examples being offered in 
both “heavy” and “light” varieties. The Roman series features silver denarii of the first Twelve Caesars 
and several scarce or rare rulers, many of them from the estate of Paul Balla, a Hungarian diplomat who 
assembled his remarkable collection while traversing Europe from the 1920s to 1960s. The Ancients 
section concludes with an impressive run of Late Roman and Byzantine gold, including a Mint State 
solidus of the elusive empress Irene. 


We're particularly pleased to be offering highlights from the Schroeder Collection of Canadian Coins as 
a featured portion in this year’s sale. Avid collectors of the country will undoubtedly recognize a number 
of pieces from this astounding assemblage that were once part of great collections like Pittman, Norweb, 
Belzberg, Temple and more. Other pieces, often missing from these major collections of the past, feature 
great rarity, quality or both. 


Building off the outstanding success of the D. Moore Collection that was sold in our most recent January 
NYINC auction, we’re quite honored again to be offering an additional selection in this sale. While small 
in number, the items are again uniformly breathtaking, with most being of nearly irreplaceable quality. 


Leading the exemplary individual items is an astounding English pattern striking of the Charles I] 1663 
Crown in gold. Thought to be one of only six struck, this weighty rarity is among the most desirable early 
milled issues of England. Graded PR58 by PCGS, its surfaces reflect light evidence of handling typical 
of its age, yet the overall appearance remains breath-taking, with the design rising prominently from 
sparkling fields. 


Another exciting rarity is the “Augstinus” Iturbide 8 Escudos, graded MS61 by NGC. As the only Mint 
State graded example of this error legend variety at either NGC or PCGS, it is sure to catch the eye of the 
specialist. Other notables include the always-popular Adelaide Pound of Australia in Mint State as well as 
a nice group of rare Russian medals, including three in gold.

This rare gold issue of the Etruscan city of Populonia, and the 
silver one following, feature an idealized male head, possibly rep- 
resenting the Etruscan deity Apulu, a local version of the Greek 
Apollo. Apulu was widely worshiped in pre-Roman Italy and may 
have lent his name to the region of Apulia on the heel of Italy. 
Unlike other coinages of the Hellenistic period, Populonian coins 
are regularly uniface, and it seems that the flans were laid out on 
a stone or other solid flat surface and then struck by a single die 
to create the type.

From the time he became king of Epirus in 319 BC, the charismatic 
Pyrrhus hoped to emulate his cousin Alexander the Great’s career 
of conquest. An opportunity came in 280 BC, when Tarentum in 
southern Italy sought his assistance against Rome. Landing in 
Italy with his army and several war elephants, he marched against 
the Romans and defeated them in a bitter struggle near Heraclea. 
Pyrrhus won a second, even more costly victory at Ausculum in 
279 BC, after which he remarked, “another such ‘victory’ and Iam 
finished!” Thus was born the phrase “Pyrrhic victory,” a battle 
won at such cost that it might as well be a defeat. The presence of 
Pyrrhus in Italy soon became an occupation, with the hosting cities 
forced to strike coins to pay the Epirote army. This attractive gold 
piece of Metapontum is one such issue, displaying a helmeted male 
head of exceptional style.

Mithradates VI was a consistent thorn in the side of Rome for 
several decades. Soon after inheriting the throne of Pontus, 
Mithradates displayed an ambition his small kingdom could not 
contain. Observing growing resentment to Roman greed, he 
portrayed himself as the leader of resistance against Rome’s 
suffocating hand. He launched a five-year war against Rome 
in 88 BC by invading Asia Province and massacring 80,000 
Italian civilians. This led to a vigorous response led by the Roman 
general Sulla, but on the verge of victory, Sulla was forced by 
political turmoil at home to sign a treaty restoring the pre-war 
status quo. A decade later, Mithradates launched another attack 
on the Roman protectorate of Bithynia, but was repelled by 
general Lucullus. His career finally concluded in 63 BC when, 
defeated by Pompey the Great, he was besieged in Panticapaeum 
by his own rebellious son and forced to commit suicide. After 
failing to kill himself via poison (to which he had become immune 
by taking small doses over many years), Mithradates induced a 
loyal Gallic officer to slay him. 


Mithradates’ gold coinage falls into two groups: A mass mintage 
of gold staters imitating the types of Lysimachus of Thrace from 
more than two centuries earlier, and a much smaller and more 
carefully produced issue of dated gold staters with his name 
and portrait. The imagery deliberately evokes the memory of 
Alexander the Great, depicting himself as a semi-divine conquer- 
or with flowing, windswept hair. These rare and desirable coins 
represent the last great example of Hellenistic portraiture in gold, 
and as such are highly prized.

Phanes was evidently a Carian or Ephesian minister or aristo- 
crat of the later 7th century BC. The name is known from a rare 
group of electrum staters and a lesser denominations that bear 
a stag and the Greek legend “I am the badge of Phanes” or “o 
Phanes.” These are among the earliest coins to bear legends. 
It has also been speculated that the name refers to a divinity, 
perhaps Apollo-Phaneos (light-bringer) or Artemis (due to the 
stag). The Phanes coinage falls into seven denominations, from a 
full stater down to a 1/96 stater, all featuring the stag in various 
poses; only the full stater and third-stater or trite are inscribed, 
but the distinctive rendering of the stag links all denominations 
of the series to the same issuer. The fact that Phanes is otherwise 
unattested as a king or satrap indicates the first coins may have 
been struck by private individuals, rather than governments or 
royal courts.

In “Electrum and the Invention of Coinage” (2011), author Joe 
Linzalone presents a convincing case that the ‘striated’ Ionian 
issues of circa 670-660 BC should be considered the first true 
coin types ever struck. Pre-weighed lumps of electrum, some 
marked with a rough punch, had been employed as a medium of 
exchange for some years before this issue, but they lacked any- 
thing that could be called an obverse “type” or design. The field 
of striated lines seen here, Linzalone theorizes, could evoke the 
ripples of water in the stream beds where natural electrum was 
found in Lydia and Ionia, where coinage originated; alternatively 
it could simply be an abstract design engraved into the anvil 
striking surface intended to hold the blank in position.

According to most experts, electrum coins with a blank (or type- 
less) obverse field represent the earliest attempt at coinage in 
Lydia and Ionia, dating to around 670-660 BC. This effort evolved 
into the invention of an obverse design, starting with simple 
striations, and the first true coin (see previous lot). However our 
understanding of this series has recently been revolutionized by 
the the discovery, from a British collection, of an electrum blank 
hecte with an obverse Greek inscription, a great and significant 
surprise. A second similar example was found in a European 
collection and sold in Heritage 3020 (Long Beach), realizing 
$17,000. This would appear to be the third known example, with 
a somewhat clearer inscription than the other two. Although 
superficially similar to other known “blank” issues, the edge of 
this hecte and the two similar known examples display at up to 
five Greek letters — likely a A (delta), an E, an archaic form of © 
(theta), another E, and possibly a &, skewed slightly. Most likely 
the letters represent an abbreviation of a personal name (such 
as the famous “Walwet” and “Phanes” EL coins of Lydia and 
Ionia) or possibly a dedicatory inscription to a deity. In any case 
what this humble electrum piece seems to represent is extremely 
significant: The first coin of any description to carry an inscrip- 
tion, likely struck at least 35 years before the issues in the name of 
Phanes (ca. 625-610 BC) and Walwet (610-560 BC).

Gold staters were initially issued by Croesus ona “heavy” stan- 
dard of about 10.7 grams, the same weight as the new silver 
stater denomination (although, since silver is a lighter metal, the 
gold issues were smaller in size and much more valuable). The 
switch to a lighter standard of about 8.6 grams for gold seems 
to have occurred shortly before the Persians defeated Croesus 
and absorbed the Lydian Kingdom circa 546 BC. The Persians 
retained the Lydian coinage with only minor changes for some 
time before introducing their own coin designs, the daric and 
siglos, on a similar weight standard and exchange ratio. Since 
they were only struck during the reign of Croesus, heavy issues 
are about 3-4 times rarer than the later lightweight issues, and 
are much more difficult to find in high grade.

In the 4th century BC, Phaselis was the most important harbor 
city in eastern Lycia along the southern coast of Asia Minor. Its 
nautical roots ran deep, having been founded by colonists from 
the seafaring city of Rhodes in the 7th century BC. Originally 
independent, it was captured by the Persians in the 5th century 
BC, but their rule was only nominal and Phaselis retained its 
own currency and, apparently, fleet. The city was “liberated” 
by Alexander the Great in circa 330 BC and later placed under 
Ptolemaic and Rhodian hegemony. Its coinage of the fourth 
century BC has a heavy nautical theme, as evidenced by this 
attractive issue and the following eight lots.

David Hendin, author of “Guide to Biblical Coins” and one 
of the world’s foremost authorities on Holy Land coinage, has 
proposed that the walls represented on this issue of the satrap 
Mazaeus might be those of Jerusalem, rather than Tarsus, the city 
of issue. He translates the Aramaic inscription on the reverse as 
“Mazaeus who is over Beyond the River and Cilicia.” The simi- 
larity of this inscription to a phrase used in the Old Testament 
books Ezra and Nehemiah suggests that it is a coded reference 
to Jerusalem, whose formidable circuit of walls was famous in 
antiquity.

Ptolemy II (282-246 BC), second king of the Macedonian 
Ptolemaic dynasty, was a brilliant ruler who built the famous 
Library of Alexandria and towering Pharos lighthouse. In 279 
BC, he married his sister, the beautiful and ambitious Arsinoe, 
in the manner of the old Egyptian pharaohs. While the marriage 
scandalized the Greeks, Ptolemy declared that he and his sister 
were gods, and not subject to the taboos of mere mortals. To mark 
the occasion, he introduced gold coins portraying himself and 
Arsinoe together on the obverse, while the reverse depicts their 
parents, Ptolemy I and Berenice I, founders of the dynasty, for a 
total of four royal portraits. The Greek legend ODEON AAEA®ON 
translates as “To the Sibling Gods.” These types came in several 
denominations, including the huge mnaieion, weighing nearly an 
ounce, and its half, a coin of just under 14 grams, of which this 
and the next four lots comprise superb examples.

Varhran (or Bahram) I ascended the Sasanian throne in the wake 
of his father Shapur I’s glorious reign. His position had been 
briefly usurped by his younger brother Hormizd (Ohrmazd) I, 
who died after only a single year of rule; chronicles are silent as 
to whether Varhran had anything to do with his demise. Varhran 
tentatively supported the revolt of Zenobia against the Roman 
Empire, but quickly withdrew his backing when she was defeated 
by Aurelian. Although he signed a non-aggression pact with 
Aurelian, Varhran can have had few illusions about the coming 
Roman counterattack and spent the rest of his brief reign prepar- 
ing for it. His gold coins are extremely rare and notable for his 
adoption of a radiate headdress called a “sun crown,” reminis- 
cent of the type worn by Roman emperors on their antoniniani.

A grandson of Shapur I “The Great,” Varhran II (also translit- 
erated Bahram) was one of the most active and prolific of the 
early Sasanian kings. His military activities were focused on the 
kingdom's eastern frontier, which we expanded into Afghanistan 
and Sakistan. This left the Romans a relatively free hand in the 
west; an invasion by Carus (AD 282-283) reached the outskirts 
of Cstesiphon, but the emperor’s mysterious death led to a quick 
withdrawal and the Sasanians suffered no permanent loss of ter- 
ritory. His later coinage and several famous bas reliefs depict 
Varhran along with his wife and two sons. His early coinage in 
gold, featuring the king himself without relations, is rare and 
seldom offered.

Even during his lifetime, Caesar had been worshipped as a 
semi-divine figure in Egypt and eastern Roman client kingdoms. 
Caesar claimed descent from the goddess Venus and ordered 
construction of a temple to Venus Genetrix (“originator”) in 46 
BC; the obsequious Senate placed a statue of Caesar within with 
an inscription referring to him as a demigod, but he reportedly 
ordered it erased. After his assassination, Octavian and Mark 
Antony began an immediate campaign to have Caesar officially 
deified by the Senate, an unprecedented act that was at first 
resisted. Their efforts were greatly aided by the appearance of a 
bright comet, the “Julian star,” in July of 44 BC. Coins continued 
to be struck with Caesar's portrait after his death, including this 
denarius of the otherwise unknown moneyer L. Flaminius Chilo, 
with idealized features suggesting godhead. But it was not until 
January I of 42 BC that the Senate officially voted divine honors 
to Caesar, starting a 300-year tradition for the deification of 
“good” Roman rulers and their relations.

Raised by Julius Caesar in 52 BC from enfranchised Gauls, the 
Fifth Legion soon won the nickname Alaudae, or “Larks,” prob- 
ably due to the distinctive Gallic feather crests worn on the 
soldier's helmets. They fought on Caesar's side in nearly all the 
important battles of the Civil Wars, including Pharsalus, Thapsus, 
and Munda, and backed Mark Antony and Octavian against 
Caesar’s assassins at Philippi. Stationed at Xanten, Germania 
during the early Empire, the Larks were destroyed by the Dacians 
at the Battle of Tapae in AD S6.

Tiberius drove Artaxes into 
exile and crowned in his place Tigranes, who had been living as 
an honored exile in Rome for 10 years. The Parthians, who were 
beset by dynastic difficulties of their own, reacted meekly to this 
show of force and handed over the Roman standards that had 
been prized possessions for many decades.

A childhood illness left the young Claudius with a limp, a stammer, 
and other uncouth qualities that made him the black sheep of 
the Julio-Claudian dynasty. While these problems barred him 
from a political career, such exclusion also granted him immu- 
nity from the family’s murderous intrigues. Upon Caligula’s 
assassination in January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviv- 
ing Julio-Claudian male and, when members of the Praetorian 
Guard found him cowering behind a curtain in the palace, they 
immediately acclaimed him as Emperor. Once installed in power, 
Claudius surprised everyone by ruling with intelligence and mod- 
eration. Like his predecessor Caligula, Claudius was awarded 
the Corona Civica, an oak wreath crown, for saving the lives of 
his fellow citizens. Ironically Caligula had been given the award 
soon after his accession, during his brief “honeymoon” with the 
Senate and people, for “saving” the Roman populace from the 
bloody tyranny of Tiberius. Claudius in turn received it for res- 
cuing the citizenry from the murderous Caligula! Like Caligula, 
Claudius chose to display the Corona Civica on his bronze, silver 
and gold coinage. The beautiful aureus seen here combines an 
uncommonly realistic and detailed portrait of Claudius with a 
beautiful rendition of the oak crown.

This silver-plated denarius was likely produced at an “unof- 
ficial” mint in Britain somewhat after the Claudian invasion of 
AD 43. The sudden arrival of tens of thousands of Romans in the 
new-won province produced a soaring demand for coinage that 
was answered on the local level by the striking of bronze sestertii 
and copper asses, as well as plated denarii of this type. While 
not sanctioned by the Roman government, the practice was likely 
“winked at” by the authorities until greater stores of specie were 
imported. A hoard of 110 plated denarii of this type was found in 
Waveny, Suffolk in 1996.

Flavia Julia Titi was the daughter of Titus by his second wife, 
Marcia Furnilla, and was born about AD 65, shortly before her 
parents’ divorce. Titus supposedly at first wanted her to marry 
his brother (and her uncle) Domitian, but he refused to divorce 
his current wife, and Julia instead was married to her cousin 
Flavius Sabinus. Titus doted on Julia and bestowed the rank 
of Augusta on her when he became emperor in AD 79. She thus 
became the first Roman empress to be honored with a regular 
issue of Roman coins struck solely in her own name (previous 
empresses had been depicted on coins, but coupled with the name 
and / or portrait of the reigning emperor). Domitian. however, 
retained an attachment for his niece. When Titus died prema- 
turely in AD &1, Domitian succeeded to the throne; he at first 
shared the consulship with her husband Sabinus, then abruptly 
had him executed on trumped-up charges. Julia then lived openly 
with Domitian as his mistress for several years; whether she did 
so willingly cannot be assessed. She died at the age of 24 in AD 89, 
reputedly while trying to abort the emperor’s child. Despite her 
sordid end, Domitian mourned deeply for her and ordered her 
deification.

Though famously frugal, Antoninus Pius was not above maintain- 
ing his popularity by regular cash disbursements to the Roman 
populace (congiaria), personified by the goddess Liberalitas, who 
is shown here holding an object described variously as an abacus 
and a scoop for distributing coins. A congiarium is recorded 
at the outset of his reign, two more occurred in the period AD 
140-143, a fourth was recorded in D 145, and a fifth occurred 
in AD 147 or 148, for which this aureus was struck. Tiberius is 
recorded to have given the first Imperial cash distribution, of 300 
sesterces; Nero later upped the amount to 400, an amount which 
could have been given in the form of four gold aurei or 100 silver 
denarii.

As the Senate’s choice to replace the dissolute Commodus, the 
elderly Pertinax immediately launched into a program of reform 
intended to restore faith in the Roman Empire’s government and 
finances. Among these was a reform of the silver coinage, which 
had been seriously debased under Commodus. The silver denarii 
issued by Pertinax show a marked increase in both weight and 
fineness over the last issues of Commodus. The portraiture was 
likewise of a high standard, showing the emperor as a distin- 
guished and heavily bearded senior statesman. However it was 
not to last: Pertinax was slain by the Praetorians after a reign 
of less than three months, and the debasement of Rome’s coinage 
soon resumed and accelerated.

The first of the Danubian soldier-emperors who rescued the 
Roman Empire from the great anarchy of the mid third century, 
Claudius II Gothicus had a brief but momentous reign that was 
later viewed as a turning point in history. Born about AD 214, 
Marcus Aurelius Valerius Claudius followed the military career 
adopted by so many of his countrymen. He rose to high command 
in the reign of Gallienus, who favored Danubian professional sol- 
diers like Claudius. During a siege in mid-AD 268, Gallienus was 
assassinated and Claudius acclaimed as emperor in his place 
by his fellow officers. The Senate approved Claudius’ elevation, 
and Claudius in turn pledged to seek the advice of senators and 
treat them with respect. A combination of military invasion and 
diplomatic overtures won back the rebellious regions of southern 
Gaul and Spain, which had fallen in with the separatist Gallo- 
Roman Empire years before. But a major crisis erupted in AD 269, 
when a massive force of Goths crossed the Danube and began 
plundering Claudius’ Balkan homeland. Claudius maneuvered 
his legions to trap the Goths on a mountain near Naissus (modern 
Nish), then tightened the noose. After losing more than 50,000 
warriors to battle, disease and starvation, the Goths capitulated 
early in AD 270. It was the kind of annihilating victory the Roman 
Empire badly needed after decades of defeat and dissolution, and 
Claudius was hailed as the savior of his nation. The Senate voted 
him the title of Gothicus, by which he is still known. But Claudius 
never lived to enjoy his triumph, for he contracted the plague and 
died in the summer of AD 270. He was immediately defied and 
greatly mourned. Despite reigning less than two years, he was so 
fondly remembered that more than 35 years later, Constantine the 
Great claimed a family connection to him and struck coins in his 
honor.

Maximian was of hardy peasant stock and rose through the ranks 
of the Roman Army during the war-torn later third century; 
along the way he befriended another officer, Diocles, who in 
284 was acclaimed as the Emperor Diocletian. Once installed as 
emperor, Diocletian quickly offered to share power with his old 
friend. Maximian thus became Hercules to Diocletian’s Jupiter, 
the man of action following the lead of a great planner and orga- 
nizer. Hercules figures prominently on the coinage of Maximian. 
On this extremely rare aureus, a striking obverse portrait of 
Maximian is paired with a muscular figure of Hercules holding 
one of the Apples of the Hesperides, which he had collected per- 
forming his 11th labor. The high quality of the art indicates the 
Carthege mint possessed an engraver of unique talent, who likely 
accompanied Maximian when he crossed over to Africa in AD 
296 to suppress a revolt of the Moorish tribes.

Aelia Eudocia started life as a legendary beauty born in Antioch 
to a Pagan professor. Having absorbed Greek philosophy from 
childhood, she became an accomplished poet, prose writer and 
orator in her own right. She traveled to Constantinople in AD 
420 and caught the eye of Emperor Theodosius II, who was in 
the market for a wife. His sister, Pulcheria, insisted that she 
convert to Christianity before any marriage, terms that she 
readily accepted. The new empress immediately became an 
advocate for universal education and tolerance, particularly 
toward Jews and other persecuted sects. She also sought to blend 
Classical Hellenism and Christianity. This placed her at odds 
with Pulcheria, who began to denigrate the sincerity of her con- 
version. To prove her devotion, Eudocia made a pilgrimage to the 
Holy Land in AD 438, but soon after returning she was accused 
of adultery and banished from the court. Theodosius still loved 
her, however, and she was able to retire to Jerusalem where she 
continued her writing and charitable work until her death in AD 
460.

Pulcheria, daughter, sister and wife to three different East Roman 
emperors, played a critical role in maintaining the East Roman 
regime in the tumultuous fifth century. Born circa AD 398 to 
Arcadius and Aelia Eudoxia, she had a far more dominating 
personality than her timid younger brother, Theodosius I, for 
whom she served as regent during his minority. Under her guid- 
ance, the East Roman Empire successfully installed her nephew, 
Valentinian ITT, on the Western Roman throne (AD 424-425), while 
to the East, a brief war against Persia was successfully pros- 
ecuted (AD 421). When Theodosius was killed in a riding accident 
in AD 450, Pulcheria briefly ruled as sole empress before bowing 
to demands that she marry and thus choose a suitable man to rule 
as Augustus. She wisely picked the lowborn but capable Marcian, 
who proved to be the strong, even-handed ruler the Empire 
needed.

When Leo IV died in 780, his wife Irene ruled as regent for their 
adolescent son Constantine VI. Though the Isaurian dynasty had 
initiated iconoclasm and vigorously attacked the use of sacred 
images, Irene was a fervent iconodule and began the process 
of reversing the divisive policy. She called a church council at 
Nicaea in 787 that declared iconoclasm to be heretical. This won 
her enemies in the army, which was heavily iconoclast, and in 
790 she was temporarily ousted in a coup led by her now 20-year- 
old son. But he showed no talent for ruling and recalled her two 
years later. This solidus belongs to Irene’s second ascendency, 
AD 792-797, before she took the audacious step of seizing sole 
power for herself.

Unique Museum Electrotype Collection 





30282 HERMITAGE MUSEUM COLLECTION. Electrotype pre- 


sentation set. Made circa mid 1960s. A unique presentation 
set of electrotypes of key ancient coins in the collection of the 
Hermitage Museum of Saint Petersburg, Russia, created as a 
special gift to the noted medalist A. A. Koroliuk, chief designer 
for the (then) Leningrad Mint in the 1960s and 1970s, for his 
contributions to numismatic art. The set contains 376 electro- 
types of important ancient coins, each with separate obverse and 
reverses, for a total of 752 pieces. 


The electrotype process produces an exact replica of the original 
coin, reproducing tiny surface details that are often missed by 
simple casts. Electrotypes are most often used in the academic 
field so that many institutions can study the design of rare and 
important ancient coins without the original having to leave 
the museum. The Hermitage collection contains some extremely 
significant coins which are reproduced in this set, including 
the famous Agrigentum (Acragas) decadrachm of circa 405 BC 
(pictured above), of which fewer than 10 genuine specimens are 
known to exist. The coins represented include important Classical 
Greek coins of Italy, Sicily, Mainland Greece, Asia Minor, Syria 
and Egypt; many key coins of the Hellenistic Kingdoms, includ- 
ing the Seleucid, Ptolemaic and Greco-Bactrian Kingdoms, key 
issues of the Parthian, Sasanian, and Kushan Kingdoms; and 
a broad representation of coins from the Roman Republic and 
Imperatorial periods. Gold, electrum, silver and a few bronze 
coins are represented, with the obverse and reverse surfaces 
colored to resemble the originals. While presentation sets have 
been made of coins from other museums (including, famously, the 
British Museum), this set appears to be unique. A. A. Koroliuk 
is credited with leading a “renaissance” in medallic art at the 
Leningrad Mint during his tenure there, and he is known to have 
drawn inspiration from the designs of ancient coins. The electro- 
types are stored in plastic sleeves kept in two large binders, with 
Koroliuk’s original handwritten notes in pencil and pen on each 
facing page. This set is offered by the family of Mr. Koroliuk, in 
memory of a great Russian medalist, and as an extremely impor- 
tant three-dimensional record of one of the world’s great ancient 
coin collections.

An 
incomparable Proof pattern struck in gold that features the well- 
coiffed, laureate portrait of Charles II on the obverse and the Star 
of the Garter at center, surrounded by the crowned, cruciform 
shields of England, France, Scotland, and Ireland between inter- 
locking C’s on the reverse. The immense surfaces on this offering 
are remarkably preserved, especially when considering its size 
and age, while the lightly toned, deeply honeyed planchet reveals 
a delicate amount of reflection when rotated. Closer inspection 
of the central motifs confirms two distinct texture—areas of 
smooth, satin-sheathed detail, along with a stippled technique 
that brings multi-dimensional interest to the King’s draped bust 
and wreathed crown—a process made even more complex by the 
result of fine die working. Furthermore, the move from hand- 
hammering coins to the newer, more modern milled approach 
allowed for the addition of a lettered edge to help safeguarded 
against forgeries. While the holder indicates some level of wear, 
once in hand, this offering surpasses expectations, with nearly 
the whole of each side possessing boldly impressed illustrations 
with laudable edge crispness. Any moments of light friction or 
handling serve less as a distraction, and more as characteristics 
for future pedigree identifiers. The Wilson and Rasmussen refer- 
ence confirms the rarity of this gold pattern and substantiates a 
known-mintage of 6 pieces; however, a lengthy review of recent 
auction records does not produce any comparable results of this 
date.

During the late 1700s and into the early 1800s, the state of financ- 
es of Great Britain suffered greatly due to military conflicts held 
with a long list of countries, most notably the United States of 
American in their war for independence and against Napoleon’s 
France. As a result, the Royal Mint lacked the funds to issue 
new coinage, ceasing the production of copper and silver coins 
in 1775 and 1787 respectively. The resulting shortage led to the 
issuance of many private copper issues in the 1790s that today 
are referred to as “Conder tokens” after the pioneer in this col- 
lectible field, James Conder, who first published a catalog in the 
late 18th century. In the early 1800s, this same shortage bled over 
to silver coinage, and the Bank of England gained authorization 
to help fill this void by striking tokens at Matthew Boulton’s Soho 
Mint.

The most 
recent offering that we can find of a set being sold was by the German firm Kinker in February, 2012, where an ungraded set hammered at 
55,000 euros (or $72,445 at the time). The second most recent sale that we could find was by St. James in May, 2009, where another ungraded 
set sold for a hammer price of 22,500 GBP (or $33,891). In that period of less than three years, one can see that the set more than doubled in 
value; in the five years since one has been offered, the market has only gotten stronger, and so in many respects the sky is the limit for this set.

tion, quite lustrous surfaces and limited friction evidence on the higher points.The gold coins of 20 and 10 Pesos minted in Honduras in the 
turn of the 19th and 20th centuries rank amongst the rarest gold issues of Latin America and - in fact - of the entire world modern series. The 
confirmed population for these two iconic gold types is similar: 15 specimens for the 10 Pesos and 13 for the 20 Pesos have been confirmed 
by the cataloger. The former might appear less elusive in the present market but this is due to the fortuitous (but beneficial to the collector 
community) appearance of a small group of specimens of 10 pesos dated 1883 around ten years ago. Prior to that, no sales for the 10 pesos 
denomination had occurred in more than 60 years, the sole specimen offered being the ex-Virgil Brand specimen (Glendining’s 3/1936, lot 
226) later part of the Louis Eliasberg collection. That legendary numismatist was proud enough of this example to display it as a highlight of 
his holdings in the April 27, 1953 issue of Life Magazine. The aforementioned group of thirteen 1883 10 Pesos were struck at a slightly later 
date, as was accepted and legal practice at the Tegucigalpa mint, probably as wedding tokens for a (very) wealthy groom for his future wife. 
This in indeed confirmed by two almost contemporary and independent reports proving that Honduras did not strike regular issue gold coins 
until 1888: a testimony from Mr. Consul Herring on the Honduran coinage of 1885 included in the 1888 “Report of the (United States) Director 
of the Mint” states that “There has never been any gold coined in the country” while Esteban Lazo (“Historia de la Moneda en Honduras”, 
October 16, 1888) indicates that the first gold gold in denominations of 20, 5 and 1 peso (note the absence of the 10 Pesos denomination) 
minted in “... May of this year (of 1888)” were the first gold coins minted in Honduras and as such will represent a milestone in the story of 
the country”. Many of the 13 pieces from the wedding dowry have been harshly cleaned, and most all have at least some evidence of light 
cleaning. Several have been polished, or have other similar problems. This example is one of the nicer coins from the group of 13. 


In any case, said group was undoubtedly beneficial for the numismatic community, since what represented before an essentially uncollectible 
and unknown type is now extremely rare and desirable. A few lucky collectors can thus pride themselves in owning an example of this legendary 
issue, such as Louis Eliasberg did more than 60 years ago. Many of the 1883 dated specimens have been slightly mishandled.”
